WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
Senate investigators today con- 
fronted Maj. Gen. Herman Feld- 
man with passages from a diary 


of James V. Hunt saying Feld- 
man asked Hunt in 1948 to get in 
touch with “contacts” in Con- 
gress about retirement legislation 
“for army officers. 

Shifting in the witness chair, 
Feldman admitted talking with 
Hunt about the matter but flatly 
denied asking Hunt to contact 
anyone on Capitol Hill.

Feldman,, suspended Army quar- 
termaster general, was on the 
witness stand for the second day 
at the Senate inquiry into 
whether improper influence has 
figured in the handling of gov- 
ernment busines, Hunt lists him- 
self as a management counselor 
but has been accused of being a 
5 per cenftr.

The Democratic National Commit- 
tee today ousted five Southerners 
from committee membership be- 
cause they supported the States’ 


Rights ticket against President 
ruman in the 1948 campaign. 
The committee removed from its 
rolls Marion Rushton of Alabama, 
W. H. Talbot of Louisiana, J. B. 
Snider and Mrs. Hermes Gautier of 
Mississippi, and Mrs. Albert Agnew 
of South Carolina. It did not seat 
any successors. 

The Credentials Committee rec- 
ommended unanimously to the full 
committee that the States’ Rights 
supporters be ousted. The full 
committee adopted the recom- 
mendation by a voice vote. 

The committee voted to seat 


Senator Burnett R. Maybank 
(Dem.), South Carolina, as na- 
tional committeeman from his 
state over the bid of Maxie C. Col- 
Iins. Maybank said his election by 
the South Carolina state commit- 
tee was contingent on the seating 
of Mrs. Agnew as committee- 
woman.

U.S. LAWYERS’ NET 
INCOME LAST YEAR 
AVERAGED $8315 


Extremely High Take by 
Sdme Attorneys Distort Fig- 
ure—Median Is $5719. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP) 
—The net income of American 
lawyers averaged $8315 in 19438, 
the Department of Commerce re- 
ported yesterday. 

Reporting on a survey it took 
by mail, the department said law- 
yers on salary do better than those 
in independent practice, for the 
latter average only $8121 although 
they make up two-thirds of all 
lawyers. 

The report said, however, the 
averages are distorted on the high 
side by the fact that many lawyers 
receive very high incomes. 

A more typical figure, it said, 
was $5719. That was the median 
figure for lawyers, meaning that 
half their incomes were above and 
half below that figure. 

Lawyers in independent practice 
in Washington, D.C., led the na- 


tion with an average net income

Bal- 
lots are to be cast in the union 
office at 3412 Union boulevard, 
with night-shift workers voting at 
3 p.m. and day-shift employes at 
8 p.m. 

Production on the assembly 
lines gradually has been stepped 
up from 50 automobiles an hour 
a year ago to 64 or 65 an Hour 
now, withott a comparable in- 
crease in the number of workers 
manning the lines, Feeney as- 
serted. 

This is the major issue in dis- 
pute, but there are others, the 
union leader stated. Piece work 
in the Fisher Body plant, where 
about 1500 production workers are 
employed, has been manipulated 
so as to reduce take-home ,pay, 
he added, and there is dissatisfac- 
tion over the way the manage- 
ment has juggled the lunch hour, 
sometimes giving workers 30 min- 
utes to eat and sometimes an 
hour, and occasionally sending 
workers home an hour early. 

Company officials could not be 
reached for comment.

Action Stirs Up Protests 
From Congressmen 
Whose Districts Are 
Hit — 50 Installations 
to Close. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP) — 
Secretary of Defense Johnson an- 
nounced today the armed services 
will chop off 135,000 civilian jobs 
in his drive to slash military 
spending. 

Anguished cries came quickly 
from members of Congress whose 
home districts were hit by the 
proposed cutbaeks. There were 
suggestions that the armed forces 
instead, weed out “soft snaps, 
flunky positions and baby sitters.” 

Johnson told a gathering of 
members of Congress at the Penta- 
gon that the economy program is 
aimed at getting “a dollar’s worth 
of defense for every dollar Con- 
gress gives.” 

“It goes back to my conviction 
not to tolerate a defense WPA,” 
Johnson declared. 

Reaction in Congress. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
agreed there shouldn’t be a de- 
fense WPA, but he said he doesn’t 
“want to see a WPA elsewhere.” 
He told Johnson that not only are 
135,000 breadwinners losing their 
jobs “but the grocery store on the 
corner, the landlords and mer- 
chants will be affected too.” 

Cutbacks at individual installa- 
tions drew sharp protests from 
Republican Senator Knowland 
and Democratic Representative 
Doyle of California, Representative 
Sikes (Dem.), Florida, and others. 

Johnson also got support. Sena- 
tor Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
said he agrees fully with the move. 

„It is time,” Ferguson added, 
“to call a halt in military spend- 
ing.” - 

Senator Hunt (Rep.), Wyoming; 
and Representative Boykin 
(Dem.), Alabama, also expressed 


approval. 

Navy installations were the 
hardest hit in the civilian cut. 
They were ordered to reduce by 
76,000, the Army by 41,000 and the 
Air Force 18,000. 

This program, going into effect 
immediately, wl result in an esti- 
mated saving of $200,000,000 in the 
current fiscal year ending next 
June 30. Then it is calculated to 
bring a saving of , $500,000,000 a 


year 9 ter. 


50 to Be Closed. 
A total of 50 installations will te 
closed down, many will be cut se- 
verely. 

These savings were worked out 
by the individual services ,them- 
selves, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 

The Navy shipyard at Long 
Beach, Calif., was ordered prac~ 
tically closed down to a custodial 
basis. Its civilian employment was 
reduced from 5800 on July I, 
1949, to a proposed 400. 

Brooklyn: naval shipyard’s civil- 
jan employment—1 on July 31 
—was ordered cut by 3385. 

Some of these reductions will go 
into effect imm tely and others 
will start in about three months. 

The full effett is not expected 
to be felt * by 1 — 4 a 
year beginning July 1. 
son is reported to be aiming to 
hold defense spending in that year 
to $18,400,000,000. That would be. 
$1,500,000,000 less than proposed 
for the current fiscal year. 

Effect of Reduction. 

The 41,000 cut in employment for 
the Army will bring its total 
civilian force down to 336,000 for 
military and civilian functions, in- 
cluding rivers and harbors work. 

The Navy reduction of 76,000 
will lower its civilian employment 
to 283,000. The Rir Force slash of 
18,000 will leave 151,000. 

Johnson told members of Con- 
gress there is no plan to use mili- 
tary personnel to fill the civilian 
obs. i; 
; In addition to establishments in 
this country, military installations 
in Puerto Rico, Hawaii and Trini- 
dad will feel the economy ax.

WASHINGTON, Aug: 24 (UP)— 
The North Atlantic Treaty became 
effective today and President Tru- 
man assured the world that no 
nations need “fear the results of 
. +. Co-operation” by the 12 sigha- 
tory nations. 

The President witnessed the de- 
positing of ratifications by Den< 
mark, France, Italy and Portugal 
—the last of the 12. Then, at a 
solemn White House ceremony, he 
signed a proclamation stating that 
the treaty is now an operating 
actuality. : 

He emphasized, dn a statement, 
that the purpose of the pact is to 
establish freedom from aggression 
and force in the North Atlantic | % 
community and thus to promote 
and preseyve peace throughout 
the world; ~ ; 

“As Ahis treaty comes into ef- 
fect,” Truman said, “it seems par- 
facularly appropriate to rededicate 
‘ourselves to the carrying out of 
the great task we have set for 
ourselves—the preservation of sta- 
bility and peace. 

“No nation need fear the results 
of our co-operation toward this 
end, On the contrary, the more 
closely the nations of the Atlantic 
community can work together for 
peace, the better for all people 
everywhere.” 

Bonnet At Ceremony. 

As Truman spoke, Henri Bon- 
net, the French Ambassador, stood 
just behind him. Bonnet had just 
deposited his instrument of ratifi- 
cation, which formally notified 
the United States that France 
adhered to the treaty. 

France’s ratification actually 
was the only One necessary today 
to. bring the 12 nation alliance 
into being. 

Already representatives of the 
12 nations are at work at the 
State Department planning for the 
first meeting of the Council of the 
Atlantic Alliance. That meeting 
probably will be convened in 
Washington about the middle of 
next month, : 


The effective date for the alli- 
ance was worked out this way: 
The United States, Canada, Brit- 
ain, France, The Netherlands, 
Belgium, and Luxembourg made 
up the group of seven countries 
whieh began negotiating the pact 
July 6, 1948. They substantially 
completed it early this year. The 
treaty itself provided that it 
should come into force when all 
seven had ratified it. 

The total membership of the 
alliance was, raised to 12 in 
March of this year when five 
other nations in the western Euro- 
pean Atlantic area accepted invi- 
tations to join. Those five were 
Norway, Italy, Portugal, Iceland 


The treaty’s action clause—in 
which the western powers state 
the, defensive mature of the com- 
pact—provides first that an at- 
tack on any one of the members 
“shall be considered an attack 
against them all,” and then adds: 

„ Consequently they agree 
that, if such an armed attack oc- 
curs, each of them. will assist 
the or parties so attacked 
by taking forthwith, individually 
and in concert with the other 
parties, such action as it deems 
necessary, including the use of 
armed force, to restore and main- 
tain the security of the North 
Atlantic area.” 

Defense Committee Provided. 

The two other major specifica- 
tions of the treaty call-for “self- 
help and mutual aid,“ and for 
the establishment of a council 
composed of representatives of all 
12 nations which shall in turn 
set up a,“defense committee.” 

On this defense committee and 
on the military leaders working 
under its general direction will 
rest responsibility for developing 
a grand strategic plan for the 
defense of the western nations 

Russia. 

The defensive area which the 
plan must cover ranges from the 
western tip of Alaska and the 
western coast of North America 
to the eastern borders of Norway 
in the north and to Italy in the 
south of Europe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The Senate refused today to give 
its consent to a proposed 25-day 
House vacation. 

By a roll call vote of 58 to 25, 
the Senate rejected a House- 
passed resolution that provided 
for the House to recess Friday 
until Sept. 21. 


e Senate action will not force 
all House members to remain in 
Washington. Under congressional 
rules, the House will have to 
meet every three days. But with 
advance agreement to transact no 
business, the chamber need not 
have any set number of members 
on hand. 


Some Congress members nearly 
always are present in Washington, 
even during adjournment periods. 


Before acting on the House 
plan, the Senate turned down a 
Proposal by Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, that both the House and 
the Senate adjourn the present 
session of Cogréss on Sept. 30. 
That was defeated by a roll call | 
vote of 47 to 35.

DOVER, ‘England, Aug. 24 (AP) 
Pale Mickman, 18-year-old 
‘Yorkshire schoolboy, conquered 
the tricky waters of the English 
channel today after two previous 
,Unsuccessful tries. The plucky 
youth, who swam the 20-mile dis- 
tance in 23 hours and 48 minutes, 
was the first to make it this year. 

Mickman swam the last few 
miles in darkness and drizzling 
rain. He waded ashore at Kings- 
down, seven miles northeast of 
Dover, at 5:33 a.m. British Sum- 
mer Time (11:33 p.m, St. Louis 
time Tuesday), his associates said. 

After reaching shore at Kings- 
down, Mickman boarded the boat 
that accompanied him on the 
swim. and returned to Dover. 
Smiling broadly, the chunky 
schoolboy walked up the beach at 
Dover wrapped in a blanket. 
Mickman was hustled into a hot 
bath to get rid of the heavy coat- 
ing of grease which had pro- 
tected him from the chilly channel 
water. 

Shirley May France, Somerset 
(Mass.) high school girl, who 
hopes to make the channel swim 
this season, was among the first 
to congratulate Mickman. 

ickman was the twenty-eighth 
person and the youngest ever to 
accomplish the feat. His time 
also was one of the slowest. The 
record is less than 11 hours. 


Mickman’s two earlier tries were 
in 1948 and last July 24. He is 5 
feet, 4 inches tall and weighs 170 
pounds,

“We believe our religious liberty 
is involved in this matter,” he told 
the committee. “There are 40,000,- 
000 or 50,000,000 Protestants in this 
country who are interested in it.”

learned in school that it’s a rare 
thing to invade England success- 


fully but I never knew that it 
could be just as difficult for a 
swimmer as it is for an army. 
I never realized it, that is, until 
last night when I swam to within 
sight of the lights of the towns 
on the English side of the chan- 
nel and then had to spend eight 
grim hours fighting tides and cur- 
rents that threatened to sweep me 
back to sea. 

It was a heart-breaking battle 
that kept me on edge so long I 
can’t seem to relax. Although I 
swam for 23 hours and 48 min- 
utes, with only the briefest pauses, 
I can’t make myself fall asleep 
and only my father’s wishes keep 
me from wandering out of the 
hotel for a walk—or a swim. 

“Started With My Dad.” 
It all started with my dad any- 


Cap Gris Nez at 5:45 a.m. yester- 
day morning I knew I was ready 
for anything—and I had to be. 

The Air Ministry’s report indi- 
cated perfect weather but at 10 
a.m, I ran into a squall of wind 
and rain and almost ended things 
right there. The rowboat and pilot 
boat with me were bobbing like 
corks and I had.all I could do to 
keep from swallowing so much sea 
water I would be sick. 

Arms Feel Heavy. 

After half an hour the storm 
died down but winds hit me from 
different quarters for almost an 
hour afterwards.

By 8 p.m. I began to think “this 
is it at last” although my arms 
were beginning to feel heavy and 
the cold water was beginning to 
penetrate the pounds of grease 
smeared on me. 

But we had miscalculated the 
distance slightly and I was a 
couple of miles further off than 
we thought because visibility was 
affected by a slight haze. In fact 
we told a speedboat full of well-

we expected to land about 11 p. m. 
near Folkestone—with luck.

At 11:45 p.m., land still seemed 
a few miles off and suddenly I 
was caught by the powerful flood 
tide which has wrecked many a 
ship on the Goodwin Sands only a 
couple of miles from where I was 
swimming. I tried to swim across 
the tide but couldn't. It was like 
smashing up against a wall. 

I let the tide carry me a little, 
then I tried to cut into it again 
but it was no use. After an hour 
or so my father who was in the 
rowboat begged me to give up. My 
trainer, Ted Temme, also looked 
anxious but I said, “Please don’t 
take me from the water.” 


Girl Yells to Keep On. 


Shirley May France, who trans- 
ferred from the speedboat to our 
pilot boat and stayed with us all 
night, screamed for me to keep 
going, and I told my father “I 
couldn’t bear a third flop.” 


Mile after mile and hour after 
hour I swam back and forth try- 
ing to find a weak spot in the 
tide before my strength gave out. 
It was just about dawn and I had 
to grit my teeth every time I 
brought my arms overhead and I 
began to realize I was making 
progress towards shore again. And 
what a happy moment when I 
felt the gentle nudge of the new 
tide helping me in. 

I stumbled ashoré on the lonely 
beach near Kingsdown and I sat 
on the pebbles, my head in my 
hands, while the folks on the 
boats yelled at me. It was a won- 
derful feeling.

Foreign Observers Doubt Russia Will Accept 


Marshal’s Offer to Negotiate ‘All 
Disputed Questions.’

BELGRADE, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’s offer 
to negotiate “all disputed ques- 
tions” between Yugoslavia and 
Russia has put the possibility of 
easing tension in the Balkans 
squarely up to the Soviet Union. 

But, among foreign observers 
here. there seemed little likelihood 
Russia will accept the Yugoslav 
bid for an across-the-table settle- 
ment of the Communist family 


row. ‘ 

Bitterness of the feud appar- 
ently has gone too far. It has 
been marked by border shootings 


controlled Cominform neighbors, 
and charges and counter-charges 
of espionage and sabotage. 

Also today, the Russian press 
continued its shrill attacks on 
Marshal Tito. The Russian army 
newspaper Red Star likened him 
to a blood-thirsty dog of “Fascist 
Gestapo breed.“ 

The Rift Is Deep. 


Perhaps more important, the 
depth of the rift has been reflected 
on both sides by demands that the 
other rhust change its basic polit- 
ical philosophy of what constitutes 
a Communist state. 

Since expulsion from the Com- 
inform 14 months ago, Tito has 
shown no sign of budging from his 
position that all Communist par- 
ties can exist only as equal part- 
ners with equal rights. 

Over the same period, Moscow 
has shown no intention of relin- 
quishing its bandmaster’s role of 
calling the tune—on both domestic 
and foreign policy—for other east- 
ern European countries. 

Yugoslavia made it plain that it 
will not dance to this tune in a 
statement yesterday through the 
Ministry of Information replying 
to Russian charges that a number 
of Soviet citizens have been im- 
prisoned here without justification. 

The Russians were jailed, the 
statement said, because they “seri- 
ously violated the laws of Yugo- 
slavia by their espionage and hos- 
tile activities.” 


Will Resist Interference. 


At the same time, Yugoslavia be- 
rated Russia for “passing over in 
silence” its repeated requests con- 
cerning the repatriation of Yugo- 
slavs citizens, including children, 


now in the Soviet Union. 


The reply emphasized that Yugo- 
slavia “under no conditions” will 
allow anyone to interfere in its 
domestic affairs and would resist 
in the future, as it had in the past, 
“pressure from outside.“ 

Simultaneously, it served notice 
that Yugoslavia intends to pursue 
an independent foreign policy free 
from outside pressure. 

This point may prove particular-

Should this develop, it would 
prove important not only in les 
sening Russia's strength at inter- 
national councils, but in demon- 
strating that a Communist coun- 
try can rebel at Moscow decisions 
and get away with it.

In the military field, Tito re- 
ceived pledges today from his air 
force and officers’ training school 
to defend Yugoslavia against any 
attack. The air force assurance 
came in a letter from that body. 

In a telegram from the Knjo 
school, where leaders of crack 
military units are trained, its 
members said: “We are proud to 
be members of the Yugoslav 
Communist party, and we shall be 
ready to defend our fatherland, 
no matter from whom, under your 
leadership.”

LONDON, Aug. 24 (AP)—Coal 
miners began drifting back to 
work today in the pits of north- 
ern England, where a short-lived 
wildcat strike threw 75,000 men 
into idleness for 48 hours. The, 
loss of coal already is estimated 
officially at 222,000 tons. 

The walkout was called by 868 
mine elevator operators in York- 
shire and Lancashire against the 
advice of their national union. The 
elevator men, seeking wage in- 
creases, stopped work Saturday.

MEXICAN OIL FIRM 
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$200,000 Deal Gives 
Ralph K. Davies Con- 
trol of Largest Foreign 
Concern in Field. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 24 (UP)— 
Edwin W. Pauley, California oil 
man, today turned over control 
of Mexico’s largest foreign explor- 
ing and drilling operation to 
Ralph R. Davies, former United 
States Petroleum Administrator. 

In a $200,000 stock transfer deal, 
Pauley sold most of his one-third 
share in the Mexican-American 
Independent Oil Co., 
Davies's American Independent 
Oil Co. 

The transfer of 60 per cent of 
his stock left Pauley with only 
a 13 1-3 per cent interest in 


CIMA, which he organized to 
pioneer the re-entry of American 
capital into Mexico’s nationalized 
petroleum production. 


CIMA, the first major foreign oil 
production enterprise to operate in 
Mexico since the 1938 expropria- 
tions, has a “share of production” 
contract from the government oil 
industry. Its first two wells are 
expected to be completed by Oct. 


American Independent, already 
a one-third owner of CIMA, took 
control by the deal. It is a group 
of nine independent United States 
oil companies, including Phillips 
and Humble. The other one-third 
share of CIMA is held by the Sig- 
nal Oil Co.

Twice yesterday during consider- 
ation of the half-billion dollar In- 
terior Department bill a group of 
Senators beat down appropria- 
tions committee amendments to 
restrict power line funds. Usually, 
committee amendments are 
adopted by the Senate. 

The committee was defeated in 
fights involving both the South- 
western Power Administration and 
the Southeastern Power Admini- 
stration, which are power-market- 
ing agencies under the Intergor 
Department. 

In the case of Southwestern 
Power, the Senate voted 45 to 38 
to give it $9,000,000 in cash and 
contract authority during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, instead of the $3,- 
874,020 recommended by the com- 
mittee. The House had approved 
thé $9,000,000 figure. 

For Southeastern Power, the 
Senate by a voice vote approved 
$70,000—the same as the House. 
The committee had recommended 
entire elimination of this item. 

The power projects now in dis- 
pute—in addition to Bonneville, | 
Southeastern and Southwestern 
Power, they include a number of 
transmission lines of the Reclama- 
tion Bureau—have been opposed 
by private power interests. 

The private utilities have con- 
tended that the Government lines 
would only duplicate their own 
systems. _ 

In most such instances where it 
recommended cuts from the 


amounts approved by the House 


the 


for transmission line construction, 
Senate committee recom- 
mended that the Interior Depart- 
ment enter into contracts with 
private utilities to “wheel” Gov- 
ernment power. 

Where the Kerr-Anaconda line 
was concerned, however, it sug- 
gested that before construction be 
undertaken, further study be given 
to the question of whether it 
should be built by the Govern- 
ment or a private utility, 

This recommendation touched 

off debate over the project yes- 
terday. 
Senator Cordon (Rep.), Oregon, 
said the committee’s action was 
sound. He estimated the line, 
along with an Anaconda substa- 
tion, would cost $10,000,000 and 
said the committee was just trying: 
to save Government money. 

The line is essential, he said, 
but should not be undertaken 
until it is determined if the Gov- 
ernment should build it or negoti- 
ate with the Montana Power Co. 
to do it and transmit Government 
power at reasonable rates. 
Senator Murray answered that 
it is “perfectly obvious” that the 
Montana Power Co., has no inten- 
tion of building the line. N 

Others who spoke for immediate 
Government construction of the 
Kerr-Anaconda link were Senators 
Morse (Rep.), Oregon, and Hum- 
phrey (Dem.), Minnesota.

Mayer, 30, scrawled a suicide note 
relating he killed the girl to keep 
her from telling of his sex ad- 
vances. 
Searchers found the girl’s body | 
near a mill pond. It 
rude grave just where the sex- | 
crazed uncle said he placed it. 

Six hours earlier, the body of 
Mayer was found in a wood four 
miles away by Boy Scouts who 
aided state police in a two-day 
search. A rough map sketched 
by Mayer before he shot himself 
through the head led searchers to 
the girl’s body. 

The hunt began Sunday when 
it was learned Mayer had not 
taken the girl to see relatives as 
he said he would. Barbara Jean 
was a favorite niece of Mayer, 
and the girl’s family had readily 
consented when he asked to take 
her on a visit. Only later when 
the girl was missing did the par- 
ents learn from state police Mayer 
had been investigated previously 
for making sex advances to young 
girls. 

Mayer’s suicide note told of his 
sexual abnormalities, family trou- 
bles and personal debts. He wrote 
of his distress over being sepe- 
rated from his wife, Mary, and 6- 
year-old son, who live in Johns- 
town, Pa. Then he told of 
Barbara: 

J don’t know what came over

Berry said Winter made the 
charge in accusing Reuther of 
professing to be friendly toward

The wit- 
ness said the charge also in- 
volved Reuther’s alleged opposi- 
tion to election of a Negro to the 
auto union’s executive board. 

Berry, a resident of New Ro- 
chelles N. T., testified he had 
known the eleven defendants for 
years, and never heard any of 
them teach or advocate violent 
overthrow of the government. 

He said he went to Detroit in 
September 1945 to become Michi- 
gan educational director for the 
Communist party. 

The witness, referring to prose- 
cution testimony that Winter had 
criticized Reuther fomthe way the 
General Motors strike was con- 
ducted, said Winter charged Reu- 
ther had split the workers.“ 

Berry said it was Winter's con- 
tention that if Reuther had not 
“jumped the gun,” the workers in 
the automobile, steel and electrical 
industries could have joined in 
presenting their demands. 

Referring to prosecution testi- 
mony that Winter had said the 
Communists were “behind” the 
strike, Berry testified that these 
were Winter's words: 

„Of course, the Communists are 
behind workers when they are on 
strike and always have been.

issioner Robert F. Jones, who 

as been plugging for commercial 
color operations for a long time, 
threw out the suggestion that al: 
concerned should get going with 
this development. 

Jones made public a letter to 
Frank Stanton, president of Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, a 
pioneer in the field of color tele- 
vising experiments. The letter 
quoted Stanton as having said in 
a conversation with Jones that 
“no manufacturing concern would 
build color television converters 
for black and white receiving sets 
or color receiving sets.”

fered to the public. | 

“The industry has not retarded 
nor opposed the development of 
color, but on the contrary has 
spent many millions of dollars and 
years of time in experiments and 
research. These even now are con- 
tinuing, still in the laboratory and 
experimental stage, and R.M.A. is 
of the opinion that even if the 
commission should authorize com- 
mercial color television broad- 
casting it would be probably sev- 
eral years before its initial intro- 
duction, through the development, 
manufacture and sale of transmit- 
ters and receivers, would begin. 

“It would be even longer before 
the wide public use would be pos- 
sible.” 

Senator Johnson, on the other 
hand, said that a color transmis- 
sion demonstration of last week 
between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton (35 miles), with C.B.S. and 
Zenith equipment, “proved beyond 
question that color television is 
here now.”

The luck of the draw was de- 
batable, but St. Louisans came off 
well enough in the pairings an- 
nounced today for the National 
Amateur golf championship which 
starts Monday at Pittsford, N. T., 
near Rochester. 

The point is that the less well- 
known names are sometimes the 
most likely to knock off the un- 
suspecting local stars. But one 
of the St. Louis boys should not 
be unprepared. 

Jimmy Jackson of Greenbriar, 
who recently added the St. Louis 
Open to his stroke play honors, 
catches a good match player right 
off the bat in Charles J. Becka 
Jr. of Calumet Country Club, 
Chicago. 

Becka, local golf fans recall, is 
the boy whom Bob Cochran beat 
for the Western Junior champion- 
ship 18 years ago and Becka has 
been a good: player ever since, 
particularly strong in the putting 
department. He qualified in the 
hotly contested Chicago trials. 

Jimmy’s Path Not Easy. 

If Jackson advances to the sec- 
ond round, he should manage to 
beat the next opponent, Charies 
Shelden of Miami Beach, but tnen 
Jimmy might have to contend 
with Bob Babbish, one of the bet- 
ter amateurs in the strong De- 
troit section. They then would

Until he has demonstrated that 
he finally has acquired the expe- 
rience necessary to win at match 
play, Jackson does not appear in 
line to be the first St. Louisan 
in 16 years to reach the National 
Amateur quarterfinals. 

Not at all lacking in experience 
but likewise not at his peak of 
former years, Bob Cochran recog- 
nized his opening opponent as a 
good Nebraska amateur, Richard 
L. Spangler of Lincoln. In the 
same eighth of the draw with 
Cochran are such names as Jim 
Frisina, former [Illinois State 
champion; Walter Emery of Tul- 
sa, Okla.; Warren Higgins of 
Dallas, a rising star who played 
here in the Eastern Missouri 
Match. Play Open, and Arthur 
Perowne, “baby” of the British 
Walker Cup team. 

After trying unsuccessfully for 
15 in the last 20 years to qualify 
for a national amateur, Joe Switzer 
now finds himself in fairly good 
position. He opens against Arch 
M. Hewitt Jr. of Huntington, 
W. Va., a golfer not recognized as 
being outstanding in any way. In 
the same eighth are Tom Draper, 
Detroiter, who qualified from his 
old home town of St. Louis; 
George Dawson of Chicago, Frank 
Strafaci, Flushing, N. Y., Edward 
Meister Jr., Willoughby, O., and 
Jack Munger, Dallas, Tex. 

Geiss Sure Winner. 

Perhaps luckiest of all was Jack 
Geiss, Missouri amateur champion 
who figured he should be able to 
beat “that guy, Bye,” in the first 
round. After drawing an open spot 
to start with, Geiss would face 
either Fred Wampler Jr., Indianap- 
olis, or Chester Sanok, Montclair, 
N. J. Geiss once beat Wampler in 
a Miami, Fla., event. 

After that, however, Geiss might

Ozark Views of the Sporting Ways to 


Catch Fish. 
By Z. Lee 


Stokeley 


Ozark Sportsman and Outdoors Writer. 
Back about 1,000,000 B. C., Willie Saber Tooth picked up his 
pointed stick and started to the creek to spear a fish for his dinner. 
On his way to the stream he passed Johnny Granite Face, who was 


sharpening his bone fish hook on 


a flat rock. Then and there the 


argument started as td what is the sporting method of taking fish, 


and that argument has been going 

The gigging of fish is an art re- 
quiring the utmost in skill and 
experience, the same as bait cast- 
ing or fly fishing. As a rule, gig 
handles are 12 feet or more in 
length and a heavy cord is at- 
tached to the extreme end of the 
handle. This cord is usually as 
long as the gig handle, permit- 
ting the expert gigger to throw 
his spear 20 feet or more at the 
fish, which is a fleeting target 
at its best, if the movement of 
the boat, the movement of the 
fish, the refraction of the water, 
and the flickering of the eerie 
pine basket light are taken into 
consideration. ‘ 

It Means Meat to Farmer. 

All people should have an equal 
opportunity for fishing, hunting 
and outdoor recreation. Many peo- 
ple in the rural sections cannot 
afford expensive fly fishing and 
bait casting tackle. The equipment 
needed in spearing fish is. nominal 


in cost and requires very little 
replacement. Also, if a farmer at- 
tends to his farm duties during 
the growing season of his crops, 
he has few daylight hours left 
for recreation. After his supper 
and a brief rest he can go to the 
stream for a few hours’ enjoy- 
ment, enabling him to face his 
tasks better the next day. It also 
provides much-needed. meat for 
his family table and adds variety 
to the meals. 

A St. Louis physician, who has 
been fishing Current River for the 
past 25 years, writes “Personally, I | 
feel that the fishermen along the 
various Ozark streams should be 
permitted to gig rough fish 
and that some equitable law 
should be made to permit the gig- 


ging of rough fish, but the gigging 
of game fish should remain illegal | 


and the violation punished to the 
full extent of the law.” The good 
doctor is right, for, no doubt, the 
balance of nature is drastically 
upset by the float-trip fishermen 
using fly and bait casting equip- 
ment, as well as the minnow fish 


ermen who take nothing but game 


on ever since, 


fish, thereby causing a predomi- 
nant population of rough fish. 

The controversy over gigging 
has often been referred to as a 
quarrel between the city fisher- 
men and rural fishermen. The 
city fishermen should consider 
the taking of rough fish a distinct 
benefit instead of a detriment. 
Fish culturists have long known 
that small fish feed on plankton 
and that the larger fish feed on 
smaller fish. here there are 
carp, buffalo, horse and suck- 
ers, all of them with suction 
mouths and all constantly feeding 
on the plankton which grows on 
submerged logs and aquatic vege- 
tation, little food is left by them 
to sustain the smaller fish. Cat- 
fish, also classified as rough fish, 
are scavengers and remove from 
the water every vestige of dead 
food which could. be utilized by 
minnows and other species of 
small fish to maintain life. If 
the natural balance were main- 
tained, there would be a much 
larger crop of minnows and smal! 
fish, and better game fishing 
would naturally, result. 

The fly in the bintment of it all 
is that far too many giggers are 
patterned after the rest of the hu- 
man race, ang are selfish and 
greedy, taking what they find 
where and when they find it. If 
they would only pause to consider 
their fellow-man, their own pos- 
terity, and the morrow, then all 
would be well with our beautiful, 
clear-water streams and there 
would be more sport and recrea- 
tion for all.

Latimer was appearing as a rebuttal witness after witnesses for 


the steel companies had testified that the $125-a-month pensions and | 
the various insurance’ benefits sought by the union would cost far | 
more than the figures used by Latimer and would force many of | 


the smaller companies out of business. 


The pensions and insurance 
benefits are part of the 30-cents- 
an-hour wage “package” increase 
sought by the union in a fourth 
round of postwar increases. 


Latimer's testimony today was 
the first that put the union on 
record flatly as choosing the fig- 
ures of 6.37 cents an hour for in- 
surance and 11.23 cents an hour 
for pensions rather than the $125- 
a-month pensions and the specific 
insurance benefits enumerated. 

Possible Cut in Benefits. 

In other words, what he was 
saying was that if the 6.37 cents 
an hour for insurance and the 
11.23 cents an hour for pensions 
would not buy the benefits he 
estimated they would, the benefits 
would be reduced, rather than the 
cost increased. 

But Latimer insisted his esti- 
mates of costs and benefits were 
actuarily sound. He said it would 
be “miraculous” if any advance 
estimate of costs should, over a 
period of time, coincide exactly 
with the cost as demonstrated by 
experience. 

“There has been much talk that 
my estimates are the minimum 
possible,” Latimer said, “but I re- 
main of the opinion that there is 
a substantial possibility they are 
overstatements.” 

Latimer assumed that rather 
than carry the pension and insur- 
ance liabilities themselves the com- 
panies, if they should grant the 
union’s request on these matters, 
would elect to pay the money toa 
trustee or insurance company. 

Periodic Check of Costs. 

„I do not know of any case in 
which a company establishing a 
pension or insurance plan has un- 
dertaken to guarantee the sol- 
vency of the underwriting agency,” 
he said. “In the union demand 
there was no request for such a 
guarantee. That omission was not 
an oversight.” 

In all such matters, Latimer 
said, it is usual to provide that 
cost estimates be checked periodi- 
cally. Because the union’s con- 
tracts usually run for one year, or 
two, he added, cost estimates 
could be checked against experi- 
ence at those intervals. 

Latimer said his estimates on 
pension costs, at least for the first 
two or three years of operation, 
were certainly higher than would 
be required for actual retirements. 

“There will come a time,” he 
conceded, “when it will become 
clear that experience has departed 
in one direction or the other from 
what has been anticipated. 
| Fears of Steel Firms. 

“It is obvious that the steel 
companies predicate their fears of 
the union demands largely on the 
assumption that if, on the one 
hand, the experience is favorable, 
the union will demand a continu- 
ation of contributions at the same 
level with an expansion of bene- 
fits or an increase in cash wages; 
and that, on the other hand, if 
the contributions appear to be 
lower than requirements, the union 
will demand that the contribu- 
tions be increased. 

“There may be such a tendency. 
But that tendency does not change 
the contract. The situation would 


be that for the duration of any“ 


agreement between a company 
and the union the obligation of 
the company would be fixed. Any 
change upon the expiration of the 
contract would require the signa- 
ture of the company to a new con- 
tract.” 
Issue of Bargaining.

Charges Law Violation. 
In the Steel Workers’ case, Gold- 
berg added, there had never been 
any waiver of the statutory right 
of the union to bargain about pen- 
sions. — 
By refusing to recognize that 
right, and by refusing to discuss 
the merits of our proposals,“ he 
added, “the companies have vio- 
lated the law of the land. 
“It has been suggested that, if 
this is our contention, we have 
the power to bring charges against 
these companies before the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. 
We do. But the suggestion that 
this (fact-finding) board should 
for that reason suspend its inves- 
tigation into the merits of our 
pension proposals is astonishing. 
We have a dispute with the com- 
panies. This board has been ap- 
pointed to investigate the merits 
of that dispute. It is an effrontery 
to suggest that this investigation 
should not be completed because 
the companies, if they are wrong, 
are not only wrong on the merits, 
but also are violators of the law.“ 
Analyses Previous Testimony. 
Goldberg analysed the earlier 
testimony of John A. Stephens 
about conversations Stephens said 
he had held with Phil Murray, 
union president, concerning pen- 
sions when the two-year 1948 con- 
tract with a 1949 reopening clause 
on wages and pensions was negoti- 
ated. That contract relaxed an 
earlier no-strike clause in the 
union’s contract, and permitted a 
1949 strike if, on reopening, there 
should be a failure to agree on 
rates of pay and insurance. 

“If this story can be accepted 
in all particulars—and we insist 
it cannot be so accepted— it proves 
at most that the union bargained 
for a right to strike for ‘wages 
and social insurance’ a right 
which it would not have had if 
it had agreed to the corporation’s 
first proposal,” Goldberg said, 

“It does not prove that the 
union’s pension proposal is not 
a wage proposal. But even if it 
does, it certainly does not in- 
timate that the union, in return 
for the right to strike which it 
obtained, gave up its statutory 
right to bargain on pensions.” 
Here the union lawyer was 
drawing a distinction between the 
right to bargain and the right to 
strike. There is no question that 
the union now has the right to 
strike for higher wages and in- 
surance—a strike was called for 
July 16 and averted at the last 
minute when appointment of the 
fact-finding board brought about 
a 60-day truce. 

Discusses Strike Right. 

But Goldberg insisted the union 
had not only a statutory right to 
bargain, and to strike, over the 
pension issue, but it had a similar 
contractural right.

Devaluation at Europe Assembly

Lord Layton Urges That Other European 
Currencies Be Revalued Simultaneously— 
Favors Free Money Market.

ORD LAYTON, British Liberal party representative, predicted 
today that the British pound will soon be devalued. He urged 
that other European currencies be revalued simultaneously. 


Speaking to the European Con- 
sultative Assembly on monetary 
“decisions shortly to be taken,” 
Layton said: 

“For my part I do not believe 
that present exchange ratios can 
be long maintained. If this-is so, 
the sooner they are changed the 
better.” 

Otherwise, he asserted, the at- 
tempts to adjust national econo- 
mies to exchange rates which are 
out of scale may mean “years of 
strain, 
unemployment.” 

Layton continued: “It is most 
undesirable for any one nation to 
act alone. That would be starting 
on a dangerous road. Combined 
action is needed to ensure that 
the era of the 1920 does not occur 
again.” 

Would Free Currencies. 


He urged that the Bretton 
Woods monetary agréement be 
shelved temporarily for a com- 
pletely free currency market. 
“It would be better in present 
circumstances to let certain cur- 
rencies go free for a time in order 
that they should find their nat- 
ural level. I doubt whether the 
Bretton Woods plan of moving 
from one fixed point to another 
will now meet the case,” said Lay- 
ton, the only Liberal party mem- 
ber of the British delegation here. 

Layton said that if currencies 
were given free play, it would be 
essential for the various finance 
ministers to be in “formal and 
continuous association’ with one 
another” to reassure world money 
markets that the operation -would 
not get out of hand. 

Following the currency opera-

tion, said Layton, European gov- 
ernments must renew their ef- 
forts to draft a joint production 
program under the Marshall plan, 
for America’s chafity “cannot last 
indefinitely.” 


Layton insisted on the need for 
political co-operation to make eco- 
nomic collaboration effective. 

“If we are to move towards ef- 
fective economic union, there must 
first be a strong political bond 
between us,” he said, “That po- 
litical association cannot wait 
while we debate the merits of fed- 
eration. We need here and now 
in 1949, effective collaboration.” 

Special Session Sought. 

Two resolutions were submitted 
to the Assembly demanding that 
concrete steps be taken toward 
European economic unity. Both 
resolutions requested a special 
Session of the Assembly in Janu- 
ary to deal with the issue. 

One, with the backing of Win- 
ston Churchill’s European Move- 
ment, said that if economic unity 
is not achieved, “there must in- 
evitably be a European economic 
collapse, involving a catastrophic 
decline in the standards of living 
of the European peoples, and so- 
cial. disturbances endangering 
their democratic way of life.”

Of Factory Assets, FTC Reports 


Whether Condition 


Study of Concentration of Economic Power 
Made for Congress—No Evaluation on 


Is Good or Bad. 


The commission said in a 96- 
page study made public last night 
that each of these manufacturing 
corporations had assets in excess 
of $100,000,000 and that collectively 
they owned $16,093,000,000 of net 
capital assets, including property, 
plant and equipment. 


The commission did not evaluate 
the figures or express an opinion 
as to whether such concentration 
is good or bad. It noted that since 
the end of the war there has been 
widespread interest in the subject 
and that numerous requests for 
information had been received. 


Study of Monopoly Power. 


Monopoly power and economic 
concentration are being studied by 
a House Judiciary Committee with 
a view to overhauling the anti- 
trust laws next year. Recently the 
Department of Justice filed an 
anti-trust suit against E. I du 
Pont de Nemours & Co., General 
Motors Corp. and the United States 
Rubber Co. 


Several “levels” of concentration 
were recognized among the indus- 
tries included in the report. Near 
one extreme was the tin can in- 
dustry, with the largest single 
company holding 55.2 per cent of 
the industry’s net capital assets, 
and near the other extreme the 
woolen and worsted goods indus- 
try, with the largest company hold- 
ing only 16.7 per cent of the assets. 


For purposes of analysis the 
FTC divided the industries into 
four groups, extreme, high, moder- 
ate and low concentration. The 
point of differentiation was set at 
60 per cent control. On this basis, 
three or fewer concerns exercised 
60 per cent or more control in 13 
fields. 

Report by Industries. 

The fields in which the three 
or fewer companies controlled 
more than 60 per cent of the as- 
sets were listed as follows: 

Aluminum, 100 per cent; tin cans 
and other tinware, 95 per cent; 
linoleum, 92 per cent; copper 
smelting and refining, 88 per cent; 
cigarettes, 77 per cent; distilled 
liquors, 72 per cent; plumbing 
equipment and supplies, 71 per 
cent; rubber tires and tubes, 70 
per cent; office and store ma- 
chines and devices, 69 per cent; 
motor vehicles, 68 per cent: bis- 
cuits, crackers and pretzels, 67 per 
cent; agricultural machinery, 66

EPORTING to Congress on concentration of economic power in 
America, the Federal Trade Commission says that in 1947 about 
46 per cent of the total net capital assets of all manufacturing 
corporations was concentrated in the 113 largest companies. 


In the high concentration group 
six companies exercised between 
60 and 70 per cent control in the 
fields of glass and glassware, car- 
pets and rugs, dairy produets, pri- 
mary steel, industrial chemicals 
and aircraft and parts. 

In the moderate group 11 to 15 
corporations held approximately 
60 per cent control in electrical 
machinery, grain mill products, 
drugs and medicines, canning and 
preserving, and footwear (except 
rubber). The relatively low con- 
centration industries included bak- 
ery products and woolen and 
worsted goods. 

Capital Holdings. 

In the 26 industries selected for 
study the single largest corpora- 
tions held from 8 to 57 per cent 
of their industry’s net capital as- 
sets. Some of these were listed as 
follows: 

Linoleum, 57 per cent; alumi- 
num, 55; agricultural machinery, 
45; motor vehicles, 40; plumbing 
and supplies, 33; primary steel, 
28; industrial chemicals, 21: elec- 
trical machinery, 15; aircraft and 
parts, 13, and drugs and medi- 
cines, 8. 

The report covers manufactur- 
ing as a whole and the 26 selected 
manufacturing industry groups. 
Insufficient available material was 
given as one reason for not in- 
cluding more than 26 groups.

Upturn in New 
Orders to Many 
Manufacturers 
‘First Significant 
Break in Down- 


ward Trend That 
Began Last Fall. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP). 


HE Department of Commerce 
T announced today that new or- 

ders placed with manufactur- 
ers picked up 8 per cent in May 
and June, marking the “first sig- 
nificant break” in a downturn 
that began last fall. 

“The rise affected nearly all 
industries and in some—such as 
cotton textiles—new orders ex- 
ceeded the level of output by an 
appreciable margin.” 

That is the sort of spark for 
2 production speed-up business 
men have been hoping for, but 
the Department said that even 
so, “the aggregate flow of new 
business has remained low in re- 
lation to both output and final 
consumption notwithstanding the 
recent modest advance.” 

In July, said a Department an- 
alysis, “economic activity was 
virtually unchanged, with the 
usual summer slowness in trade 
and industry broken primarily by 
a substantial advance in the vol- 
ume of construction.” 

The increase in construction, 
concentrated largely in housing, 
lifted the level of activity in that 
field above last year’s record 
rate, the Department’s August 
survey of current business re- 
ported, 

In other sectors of the economy 
—industrial production, prices, re- 
tail sales and employment — 
changes during July and early 
August were small, taking sea- 
sonal factors into account. 

Wholesale prices continued mod- 
erately downward in that period, 
industrial prices leveled off, and 
consumer prices rose slightly, 
partly because of higher rents.

Two Views of the Problen— 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial on the British financial 
crisis seems to treat the devaluation ar- 
gument of Secretary Snyder as if it 
were simply a matter of the British 
Cabinet and Parliament talking the mat- 
ter over to decide what the value of 
the pound sterling is. Only in the legal- 
istic sense is this true. 

The British Government has for some 
time maintained that £1 equals $4.03, 
but whether the pound is worth $4.03 
in the markets of the world is some- 
thing else again. The fact that there 
are plenty of owners of pounds trying 
to trade for dollars, with very few. tak- 
ers, shows that the $4.03 valuation is 
excessive. 5 

In arguing against Secretary Snyder's 
solution you remark that when the franc 
was devalued, prices were increased to 
offset the cut, and the French currency 
fell to new depths in the black markets. 
The point to remember is that neither 
of these consequences was necessarily 
bad. Though the French productive ¢a- 
pacity suffered from the war far more 
than the British, and though they have 
not bettered their prewar industrial out- 
put to the same extent, nevertheless the 
French do not now find themselves in 
— a financial cul-de-sac as the Brit- 

h. 

It is not surprising that the devalua- 
tion argument is politically unattractive 
to British statesmen. It would raise the 
already exorbitant price of American 
cigarettes in England, for example, but 
would have the very necessary effect of 
cutting imports from dollar nations and 
increasing British exports to them. 

Those who argue against devaluation 
because it would increase the sterling 
price of imports from dollar countries 
ignore the fact that the British must 
point towards decreasing the volume of 
their imports relative to their exports in 
order to put their economic house in or- 
der—or else expect the United States 
perpetually to make up the difference.

—Of Currency Devaluation 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 


What’s behind the Finnish strike 
wave? It could be a rising cost of living 
which was inevitable when the Finnish 
National Bank devalued the krona by 
17.7 per cent to boost imports. 

The importer will therefore pay the 
bank 21% per cent more krona to pay 
his foreign bills. When the exporter 

turns in the dollars or sterling received 
for shipments he is paid 21% per cent 
more in krona—that which the importer 
had paid. This means that the consum- 
ers are subsidizing the exporters, and 
the woodpulp producer can maintain his 
price and ship 17 tons for the price of 
14 with the consumers paying him for 
the three tons. In case of sterling deval- 
uation British consumers will also sub- 
’ gidize colonial producers. 

The foreign investor also benefits. He 
ean buy Finnish stocks, bonds or indus- 
tries at 82% per cent of the asked price 

and the consumers pay the difference. 

Not only will imports cost the con- 

nummer more, but prices of commodities 
exported will rise to the level received 
for exports, including the subsidy. 

Actually, devaluation is like a wage 
cut to Finnish workers; they are trying 
to retrieve their loss, and it is unrealistic 
to assume that organized workers 
wouldn't. 

Devaluation cuts pensions, too, and 
impairs other social securities, which 
conversely take from the “haves” and 
distributes to the “have-nots.” It’s Mar- 
shall aid in reverse.

While federal aid to education has been 
snagged in Congress by secondary matters, the 
primary need for it goes on, and even increases. 
That is why it is so fortunate that a majority 
of the House Labor and Education Committee 


is forcing Chairman Lesinski to act on this legis- 
lation.

7 Every member of Congress must be aware of 


the warning by school administrators and teach- 
ers earlier this year that educational slums are 
springing up all over the United States. 


The situation was bad enough before the war: 


even then some states could afford to spend 
$6000 per classroom for education while other 
states could rake and scrape only $100. 

It has been aggravated by the drain-off of 
teachers to more profitable jobs and the stop- 
page of new construction during the war, and by 
the increase in birth-rate since the war. Today 
100,000 American teachers have only emergency 
certificates, in many cases because of sub- 
standard preparation to teach. Enrollments have 
jumped as much as 75 per cent. 

In some states children are going to school in 
church cellars, abandoned shops, private homes, 
and garages. 

In the entire country only 18 per cent of the 
school buildings are rated as high as good.“ 
The New York Times reported after a nation- 
wide look-around that public school buildings 
are in “deplorable” condition. Millions of chil- 
dren go to school in buildings that are inade- 
quate, obsolete, or potential firetraps, that news- 
paper reported. School officials say children by 
the millions are being inadequately educated 
because of poor buildings. 

To remedy these conditions, federal aid is re- 
quired, The states can’t do the whole heavy job 
on state funds: the wealthiest can only approach 
it, the poorest can’t even begin to do it. And 
their interests in good education for all are so 
commingled that separating them would truly be 
like unscrambling an egg, for six Americans out 
of 10 don’t live in the state where they were 
born. 

As Eleanor Roosevelt points out, “A child who 
gets an inadequate education in one state may 
become a public charge later in life in another 
state” because his educational deficiencies have 
left him unable to earn a living. . 

And as Senator Aiken of Vermont points out, 
“The Federal Government has a stake in educa- 
tion for reasons of national security;” when the 
defense of the country requires so much techni- 
cal knowledge, education is skimped at the na- 
tion’s peril. Yet despite all the reasons why 
public education is a national concern, the Fed- 
eral Government is contributing less than 2 per 
cent of its cost. 

Whatever the particular conditions under 
which federal aid may be given to public schools, 
the necessity for giving it is going to have to be 
dealt with. Congress owes it to several million 
children to devote itself to discharging the re- 
sponsibility. 


Annoyance in the Air 

After hearing from irate constituents, the City 
Council of University City lost no time in pass- 
ing an ordinance which forbids noise-making 
advertising planes to fly over the suburb. The 
penalty may run as high as 90 days in jail and a 
$500 fine. 

“These people were hotter, under the collar 
than anybody I’ve got complaints from,” ex- 
plained City Manager Thomas Maxwell. “One 
man said he was all ready to set up anti-aircraft 
guns.” In considerable numbers, St. Louisans 
also are hot under the collar, and it would not be 
too surprising to discover some of them lugging 
anti-aircraft weapons to the top of the Park 
Plaza and other strategic sites. 

An ordinance similar to the University City 
one is to be submitted to the Aldermen on Sept. 
23. Meanwhile are not existing anti-noise rules 
enough to put a stop to this new nuisance which 
wrecks the calm of summer afternoons? It dis- 
regards people’s privacy, and it frays their 
nerves. 

This surely is not the objective of those who 
are patronizing the new “service.” They want to 
find more customers. Advertising is the thing 
for that. But the potential customer had better 
be left free to read it or listen to it or not, ac- 
cording to his own mood. Filling the air with 
inescapable noise may make an impression on 
him, but hardly the desired one. A word to the 
wise—. If the hint misses the mark, the Alder- 
men may be expected to follow the University 


City example.

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Legislators Aren't Engineers 

The House was right in refusing to decide the 
height of Garrison Reservoir, in North Dakota, a 
part of the Pick-Sloan “plan” of the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau. It was 
wrong when it arrogated this decision to itself 
earlier this year. 

The decision is one for engineers, not for 
legislators. The dispute occurs because the 
Reclamation Bureau and the Army Engineers 
will always dispute as long as they exercise dual 
control over the Missouri Valley Development. 

The height of Garrison Reservoir, like many 


other disputed points, will not be settled as an 


engineering problem until development of the 
Missouri Valley is placed in the hands of a single 
agency. That is why this newspaper continues 
to press for the creation of a Missouri Valley 
Authority. rick.

Renters who are on the anxious seat about 
rent control are now assured of protection, if—.

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We Must Go to the People” 

Paul Reynaud’s plea for a European legislature 
direetly elected by the people of the Continent 
and of the British Isles inevitably turns the 
memory back to those black days in which 
France was going down before the German 
panzers. It was then that Winston Churchill 
made his eloquent offer of joint British-French 
citizenship. Even though one of them was on 
the verge of defeat, he pleaded for a merging of 
the two nations. 

The pressure of war, however, was not enough 
to bring his cause to fruition. The question is 
whether current economic pressure coupled with 
the Russian threat can bring about an even 
broader union, One cannot honestly say that 
there are major signs in any European nation of 
readiness for such an epochal change. And M. 
Reynaud seems to have put his finger on the 
reason for this. 

Using the shortcomings of the Marshall plan 


‘organization as an example, he said: “The truth 


is that inside . . . each representative is an ad- 
vocate of his own Government obsessed with two 
fears, either that he will lose American dollars 
or he may do something to cause his Govern- 
ment to fall.” He also said that the British had 


* frankly warned other Strasbourg delegates that 


there would be strong opposition to any move 
toward union if it threatened unemployment in 
Britain. 

This is understandable enough. Harassed as 
it may be by difficulties, no Government can be 
eager to sacrifice the relative prosperity of its 
people. M. Reynaud, however, believes that the 
people themselvés might be more ready to pay 
this price for long-run prosperity and security. 
“We must go to the people and talk with them,” 
he said. “Our task is to get the people to real- 
ize that it is in their personal interest to build 


a union of Europe.” 


A unified Europe would be much more able to 


hold its place between such giants as the United 
States and the Soviet Union than the Continent's 


present mosaic of small nations can hope to do. 


The convening of the Council of Europe indi- 
cates that Europeans are not unaware of this. 
But the difficulties of the delegates even in try- 
ing to frame a European charter of human rights 
shows how preoccupied they are with the histori- 
cal differences which keep the nations separate. 
Yet the very fact that some efforts are being 
made to lower the barriers must be reckoned 
as cause for hope.

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Mr. Whitaker's Accusations 

Clem Whitaker, the San Francisco publicity 
man employed by the American Medical Associ- 
ation in its battle against the Administration’s 
health program, has made a serious charge 
against the Department of Justice. He said that 
agents of the department called at the office of 
the Chicago Medical Society “three or four days 
after our firm was employed” and started to go 
through the society’s records. 

“The Justice Department’s action,” he said, 
“was an obvious attempt to terrorize the medical 
profession, destroy the confidence of doctors in 
their own leadership and intimidate them into 
support of national health insurance as was done 
in England.” 

“Terrorization” is a big word. If there is 
genuine justification for its use, Mr. Whitaker 
should bring out the pertinent facts. Did the 
agents have proper warrants, or did they courte- 
ously ask for information? The Chicage Medical 
Society and the American Medical Association 
are as much entitled to the benefit of constitu- 
tional safeguards as any other groups or indi- 
viduals. 

The American people also ought to know just 
how agents of their Government sought to “de- 
stroy the confidence of doctors” and to “intimi- 
date” them into the support of any plan— 
whether or not the same thing was done in 
England.” These are grave accusations and Mr. 
Whitaker ought to tell the full facts on which he

bases them so that the people may judge 


whether or not they are justified.

Uneveshanded Justice 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Award of equal sentences to million-dollar thief Crowe in New 
York and three-dollar chicken thief in Missouri exposes tragic in- 
equity in our legal system, asserts Missouri attorney; deplores 
travesty of justice that makes big crime more profitable than little. 


Hugh P. Williamson of the Callaway County Bar 


Richard H. Crowe, assistant manager of 
the National City Bank of New York, re- 
cently stole $883,660 from his employers, 
and fled. He was well educated, highly in- 
telligent, mentally alert, occupied a trusted 
position, and was thoroughly capable of 
distinguishing right from wrong. He was 
apprehended only after a long and ex- 
pensive search. 

In the interval between his act of theft 
and his capture he returned, at different 
times, all but $5990 of the money which he 
had stolen. These returns, obviously, were 
not made because of remorse at his foul 
betrayal of the high confidence which had 
been reposed in him, but as a palliative in 
the event of capture, which he evidently 
anticipated. The sum not returned, now 
finally lost, he spent in frenzied efforts to 
escape. ae 

When confronted with indisputable and 
conclusive evidence of guilt, he pleaded 
guilty, before Federal Judge Henry W. 
Goddard, The maximum sentence which 
could have been imposed upon him was a 
prison term of 45 years and a $30,000 fine. 
He was actually given a three-year sen- 
tence—and in all probability will be pa- 
roled after serving not more than six months 
or a year. 


Chicken Stealing in Missouri 


At approximately the same time another 
man with a very different background, 
character and intellect, in a central Mis- 
souri county, was also apprehended for a 
crime, pleaded guilty, and was sentenced. 

His crime was that of stealing chickens 
at night—three chickens, worth a total of 
$3. He, like Crowe, received a sentence 
of three years most of which he will prob- 
ably serve. He could, under Missouri law, 
have got five years—for stealing only one 
chicken! 433 : 


There is something ludicrously, tragical- 


punishment to a man who steals nearly a 
million dollars and one who steals $3 worth 
of chickens. 7 

In case it should be argued at this point 


that the crime consists not in the value of . 


the article taken, but in the wrongful tak- 


fing, we may point out that such clearly 


is not the philosophy of the law, 


distinguishes between grand and petty 
larceny. In the lower brackets, at least, 
the value of the article taken is consid- 
ered to be of very great importance. 
Furthermore we should note that the 
punishment in the Crowe case is not ex- 


ceptionally light for cases of this sort. It 


is, rather, in line with the punishment 
meted out in almost all cases of big thefts, 
huge funds and gigantic swindles. Indeed, 
by comparison with many such preceding 
cases the sentence imposed upon Crowe 
was unusually heavy. e 
The moral clearly pointed by this para- 
doxical condition is that any person con- 
templating a life of crime should go in 
only for the big jobs, the million-dollar 
jobs, while strictly eschewing the theft of 
chickens, junk, etc. If the thief is not ap- 
prehended the gain is infinitely greater; 
if caught, the punishment is no more, or 


may be legs! 


Admiration for Big Criminals? 


Proceedings such as those in the Crowe 
case and in that of the chicken thief, con- 
vince the layman that there are in this 
country two separate, different and wholly 
distinct sets of punishments for law viola- 
tors. One which is mild and tolerant for 
the big offender; another which is harsh 
and stern for the little malefactor, And 
the layman is right in so believing, for the 
records indubitably prove it. 

How can this phenomenon of law en- 
forcement be explained? Is it, perhaps, a 
subconscious admiration for mere bigness, 
even in crime? Does it, possibly, repre- 
sent an unconscious tribute by the judici- 
ary to audacity and daring by evildoers? 
It is difficult to believe that American jus- 
tice could be this juvenile and immature, 
but what better explanations can be found 
other than ones vastly, more { table? 

Regardless of the reason, the punishment 
in the Crowe case, and in nearly all similar 
cases, ig wholly irreconcilable with sen- 
tences imposed for violations of the law 
which, by comparison, are trivial. This is, 
obviously, not evenhanded justice but a 
weird, fantastic travesty of justice. It 
breeds, and rightly, general skepticism for 
our legal process in this particular phase, 
and, by association, for all of its other 
phases as well.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
Dairy scientists had one of the 
great medical achievements of the 
century almost within grasp 17 
years ago, but medical scientists 
finally won the race when they 
announced they had identified the 
crimson crystal, Vitamin B12, in 
liver. 

The work of the farm scientists 
at the Government's experimental 
farms in Beltsville, Md. under- 
scores the teamwork it took to 
wrest this secret from nature. 

Drs. C. A. Cary and A. M. Hart- 
man of the Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry were working on nutrition 
problems with milk and rats when 
they discovered the existence of 
some new food factor. They called 
it “Factor X.” 

They selected a diet containing 
every known essential nutrient in 
one form or another. Rats failed 
to develop normally on this diet. 
Some even died if the protein in 
the diet was increased beyond 65 


Tomorrow’s Events 


“The results greatly exceeded 
expectations. It became: rapidly 
evident cow manure contained 
other nutritive factors than those 
previously known and measured. 

“As the series of experiments 
was continued, it was found that 
cow manure was equivalent in 
growth promoting properties to 
the best grades of fishmeal and 
superior to most meat scraps 
that contained known nutritive 
factors.” . 

The scientists knew that this 
mysterious food factor in cow 
manure probably was contained 
also in some of the protein foods 
being fed to chickens. Finally they 
designated this factor, or factors, 
in cow manure, and apparently 
present in feeds containing animal 
proteins, as the “Animal Protein 
Factor.” \ J 

In World War II proteins for 
livestock feeds—from fish and 
meat scraps—became scarce and 
costly. Soybeans were substituted. 
But unless animal proteins or cow 
manure also was present chickens 
didn’t thrive.

“She has grown less and less interested in the world around 
— — her. I have noticed the change for 
nearly a year. She remains around 
the house brooding, or sitting at the 
piano, which she used to play a 
great deal, but which she now 
plays less often. Occasionally, she'll 
smile, as if somebody else is talking 
to her. If I speak to her then, she 
may ignore my voice. I mey have 
to call her name sharply several 
times before she responds. A psy- 
chiatrist told me she is a schizo- 
phrenia case and recommended 
shock treatments. What would you 


advise?

THE PSYCHIATRIST has diagnosed her case very well, for 
the above facts and others which I gleaned from further con- 
versation with both mother and daughter, show that the girl is 
markedly withdrawing from reality. 

‘What Linda needs is to be gently led back into an enjoyment 
of this world. For people flee only from that which is appar- 
ently cold, cruel or forbidding! On the other hand, we like to 
remain where we enjoy ourselves! Therefore the best antidote 
for Linda’s type of case is to build up so many pleasant ties 
between the patient and the world around her, that she is firmly 
attached to her environment.

‘ INSANITY is often simply an escape from reality and is 
therefore akin to alcoholism, the dope habit, the hobo complex, 
and suicide. In fact, you may witness many of Linda’s symp- 
toms in the natural course of growing old. Our grandparents 
gradually lose most of their interest in the world around them. 
Their husbands or wives may be dead. Their pals and cronies 
are gone. They no longer have jobs to hold their interests upon 
the workaday world. Even vision and hearing may be failing 
them, thus curtailing these important sensory bonds that focus 
their attention upon their environment, 

As a result, they begin to live im their dreams of the past. 
Their childhood membdries usurp their attention. So they talk 
to their grandchildren, thinking them to be their children. 
Thirty or 40 years have dropped out of their minds for the

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Womans Experiences as Prison ‘Inmate’ 


Reporter, With Help of Authorities, Poses as Prisoner in Illinois. Institution 


Reformatory for Women as a pris- 
oner under a pretended sentence 
for forgery; This is the first of 
two articles on her experiences. 
The 4 a 
Special Ban gteR yc tata 19 — 
DWIGHT, II., Aug. 24. 
HAVE worked, eaten, slept and 
lived just as any other prisoner 
in the Dwight Reformatory for 
Women. 


It was a chastening and some- 


what frightening adventure. 

‘I am not sorry I attempted it, 
but I wouldn’t want to go through 
it again. This is certainly not 
meant as a criticism of the 
Dwight institution. It’s a model 
among its kind. I have simply 
realized what a wonderful thing 
liberty is, 

No amount of imagining of vis- 
iting of prisons—and I have done 
my share—tells you what it is 
really like to be an inmate. 

This is how it was: 

I rode into the grounds in the 
custody of a prison official. As a 


visitor I had previously admired - 


the country club look of the place, 
the luxuriant shrubbery and tall 
trees. 

But this time I caught myself 
appraising my new “home” with 
nervous glances. 

I entered the administration 
building through a door marked 
“Electric screen, Don't touch.” 
Just beyond a woman unlocked a 
barred gateway—and I was offi- 
cially “in stir.” 

I was turned over to the record 
clerk who took down my history 
on an admission form. 

“You must tell the true facts— 
we can check on them,” she 
warned. 

“If you don’t, your letter writ- 
ing and visiting privileges will be 
reduced. Now what about your 
criminal record?” - 

I gulped. Then I said I had 
collected rents for a real estate 
concern, pocketed some of the 
money, fixed the books up accord- 
ingly and forged checks to cover 


“IT. was 400 fond of pretty 
clothes,” I explained. 

I was beginning to sweat a little 
when I was relieved of my purse, 
and was “mugged” and finger- 
printed. 

We took off for the hospital 
where I was turned over to a 
nurse. The nurse brought a square 
of brown paper and laid it on 
the floor. 

“Take off your clothes—piece by 
piece,” she ordered. And put 
them on the floor.” 

I tried to imagine I was Gypsy 
Rose Lee doing a strip-tease, but 
it didn’t work. The nurse, 
solemnly jotting down each ar- 
ticle, was too much like a record- 
ing angel listing my sins. She 
asked me which relative I wanted 
my clothes sent to and began to 
run her hands through the seams, 
hems and pockets. 

“Now let me look at your ears,” 
she said. 

“What for?” I asked. 

“You might be hiding dope in 
them.” 

A medical examination followed. 
I was given a white nightgown 
and a blue-striped kimona—both 
about four sizes too big. A pair 
of cloth slippers, a comb and a 
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toothbrush completed my ward- 
robe—and accessories. 

Dressed in my baggy outfit I 
was led to the shower room where 
an inmate handed me a cake of 
tar soap and another of naphtha. 

“Wash off all your lipstick and 
use the tar soap on your hair,” 
she instructed. 

She was waiting for me when 
I came out of the shower. She took 
me to a cell, brought a milk bot- 
tle full of water, handed me some 
magazines and closed the door. A 
few minutes later I heard foot- 
steps and a key clicking in a far 
lock. I couldn’t see because the 
door was solid metal, about six 
and a half feet high with a tri- 
angular—but closed—peephole.

1 the size of an ordinary bed- 

room— with a faraway ceiling. 
It was furnished with a white 
metal bed, ditto dresser, a lone- 
some rocking chair and a chamber 
pot. The “wallpaper” was concrete 
blocks and the only “picture” a 
typewritten list of rules. I stood 
on tiptoe to read them. 

No smoking was allowed. Maga- 
zines were to be collected before 
supper. Rising time was 6 a.m. 
The bed was to be stripped and 
everything folded neatly over the 
foot rail. The mattress was also 
to be folded. The room was to 
be scrubbed and the dishes washed 
after each meal. Lying on the 
bed was forbidden in the daytime 
and an inmate was to stand up 
when a staff member entered. 

I wandered over to the barred 
window. Scratched on the sill were 
names of girls and some marks 


HE room was square—about 


‘that looked like they had been 


keeping track of the days. I 


Later, my supper Was sausages, 
two fresh. vegetables besides a po- 
tato, two slices of bread with 
plenty of butter, and a bowlful of 
coffee. It was the first of a 
series of plentiful food, nicely 
cooked. Twice a day I had meat 
and always at least two fresh 
vegetables from the prison gar- 
den. 

Supper had cheered me up some 
and I could go to bed now, It 
was too dark to read anyway. The 
only .light came in through the 
barred window. I thought it would 
be nice to take a long rest but it 
was the longest, most lonesome 
night of my life. The crickets, 
chirping mournfully outside didn’t 
help. I laid there staring in the 
dark, and finally dropped off to a 
troubled sleep. 

The next morning I met “the 
girls” and worked in the laundry. 

80 far, no one except three or 
four of the prison staff knew who 
I really was and they played their 
roles straight. They played the 
parts so well that at times I won- 
dered whether I was a reporter 
or the little forger I used as a 


pose. 

According to a previously. ar- 
rangéd plan to speed up “my sen- 
tence” so that I could take every- 
thing, I was due to come out of 
the hospital the morning of the 
second day. 

From the hospital I was taken 
to the laundry. - 

There, the girls were told I was 
a reporter. This was part of the 
plan. I thought it was the fair 
thing to do. Also, I didn’t want 
to be taken for a stool-pigeon. 

The girls looked me over silently 
and went on with their work. The 
supervisor showed me how to put

At five we stopped work and I 
was taken to the hospital to pick 
up the rest of my prison ward- 
robe. I was to have a new home 
that night—in one of the security 
buildings for short-termers. All 
girls spend their first three months 
in a security building where there 
are extra safety devices because 
the first months are the danger 
period for escapes. 

My room in my new home was 
narrow and cell-like with brick 
walls. It’s furnishings were the 
foursome with which I was al- 
ready familiar—a metal bed, (this 
time brown), a brown rocker, 
brown dresser and a chamber pot. 

The warder (housemother) 
listed my ,wardrobe as I pulled it 
out of the knapsack. I had four 
shorts and three bras, two slips, 
six work dresses (middy tops and 
culotte skirts), three tailored 
dresses, two pairs of pajamas and 
a red sweater. This is the reg- 
ular prison wardrobe, 

“You can put your clathes in the 
drawer,” the warder said. “We 
wear a dress: (she meant the tai- 
lored) for dinner. Y 
clean your room each day, make 
your bed properly as you learned 
in the hospital and hang your 
pajamas folded up on the head 
of your bed. sure your name 
tape is showing. I will inspect 
your room and there are demerits 
if everything isn’t in order.” 

A demerit wasn’t to be taken 
lightly. It could mean an extra 
day on a short-term sentence and 
a reduction of privileges on a 
long-term. The girls had warned 
me “don’t leave a hair in your

comb. That counts for a demerit, 
too.” 
I felt depressed as we filed in 
the hall to the dining room. We 
had 20 minutes to eat and after 
they were up the warden gave 
the signal by rising.

Then there was a 
rush for last-minute bathroom ac- 
tivities—including the filling of a 
mason jar with drinking water for 
the night. 

Dinner had been at 6 and at 
7:45 the warder came around to 
lock everyone up. The door was 
a regular one with a glass peep 
hole. At 8:30 she came around 
again to turn the lights off—each 
room individually from a switch 
outside. 

She peered in through the glass 
Peephole and asked me if I was 
all ‘right. I wasn’t—I was still 
worried and I had a terrific head- 
ache—nerves, I suppose.

West got off to a good start, 
anyway, when he opened the club 
jack instead of the more orthodox 
fourth-highest card in that suit, 
which his partner had bid. He 
felt that with South bidding 
spades and diamonds so strongly, 
whatever club length was in the 
opposing hands would turn up in 
dummy, and by leading the jack, 
it might be far easier to continue 
the suit and force the declarer. 
(Observe that if West had led his 
club three, East would have had 
to play the king to shut out 
South’s ten, and then the club 
queen in dummy would have been 
a barrier to further club leads.) 


On the actual opening, the de- 


fenders could force South with a 
second club lead, and he was re- 
duced to four trumps. Now when 
he led the trump queen, West held 
off, but he made the mistake of 
taking the spade king when South 
followed up with that card. When 
declarer saw the break of trumps, 
he simply discarded a heart on 
West's club return, and the trump 
remaining in dummy protected 
South against further forces. The 
contract was undefeatable at this 
Point. 

It was too bad that West did 
not follow up his good opening 
lead with the right play in trumps. 
He should have refused the second 
trump lead as well as the first. 
Then, if South led still another 
trump, West could win and re- 
turn a club for a force, without 
being bothered by a trump still 
in dummy; while if South, after 
two trumps, shifted to diamonds, 
West could ruff the third round. 
The trump ace and the eventual 
heart trick would then defeat the 
contract. >

MENDELSSOHN’S oratorio “Elijah” has been issued by Colum- 
bia in three 12-inch Long Playing Microgroove records, The perform- 
ing artists are the Huddersfield (England) Choral Society, the 
Liverpool Philharmonic Orchestra and the following soloists: Isobel 
Baillie, soprano; Gladys Ripley, contralto; James Johnston, tenor, 
and Harold Williams, bass-baritone. Sir Malcolm Sargent directs the 
performance. 

The recorded sound of a large chorus is always a little woolly 
and this is no exception, Nevertheless the choral parts in this 
recording of Elijah“ are highly effective because of their accurate 
reflection of the emotional values of the text, The soloists, too, are 
affected not only by the line of the music hut by the dramatic 
impulsion of the words. Mr. Johnston, the tenor although his 
voice is a little rough in timbre, sings the “If with all your hearts” 
with a touching poetic emphasis and Mr. Williams reaches u- level of 
high tragedy in his delivery of Elijah’s bitter words: “It is enough.” 
Miss Ripley alse uses the dark quality of her voice to ereate a 
dramatically forceful effect. 

The peculiar texture of Miss Baillie's voice—almost white—has 
particular appropriateness in the passages allotted to The Youth and 
the Angel. All in all the performance is notable for its elevation of 
mood and its dramatic intensity.
